Fatal crash prompts 
blackspot action bid

PEOPLE living near 
the spot where an 
American serviceman 
died in a road crash 
have called for meas¬ 
ures to improve safety 
and reduce traffic 
speed. 

Residents of Old Station 
Road, Cheveley Road and 
nearby streets in New¬ 
market turned out for a 
roadside demonstration of 
their concerns at the 
scene of the crash which 
happened last week. 

Senior Airman Benjamin 
Gonzalez, 24, died when his 
motor cycle was involved in a 
collision with a car. 

Julian Mitchell, of Old Station 
Road, said: “There have been a 
number of accidents over the 
past few years. A policeman at 
the scene of one of them said it 
would take someone to die to get 
something done. Sadly that has 
now happened.” 

He said the bend, where Old 
Station Road and Cheveley Road 
meet, was “too fast”. 

“We’re obviously very sorry 
for the guy who died and his 
family. He wasn’t on the wrong 
side of the road. This is just a 
blackspot.” 

He said cars had ended up in 
residents’ gardens and knocked 
down walls. Around five years 
ago a pedestrian suffered serious 


injuries when a drink-driver 
mounted the pavement after 
failing to take the bend. 

“We have a lot of children 
walking up and down the road 
and we feel it is our turn to have 
some sort of traffic measures,” 
said Mr Mitchell, a father of two. 

He said the road could benefit 
from flashing signs reminding 
drivers they were in a 30mph 
limit. 

Other residents spoke of “boy 
racers” speeding “at 70mph” 
along the road at nights and 
drivers cutting the corner. 

Chevron signs warning of the 
bend were not replaced when 
they were knocked down in one 


crash, according to some of the 
residents. 

Cllr Chris Turner, Mayor of 
Newmarket, said: “I feel that 
entrance to Newmarket is a very 
quick approach to the Clock- 
tower and a lot of cars go faster 
than the 30mph limit. 

“As mayor I feel that anything 
that increases safety for people 
coming in to Newmarket should 
be looked at. We at the town 
council will certainly work with 
Suffolk County Council [the 
roads authority] to make it as 
safe as possible.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokeswoman said there were 
currently no plans for extra 


traffic measures at the junction. 

She said the county’s road 
safety officer had checked the 
records and there had been no 
recorded accidents at the 
junction in the past three years. 

But she said the issue could be 
reconsidered if the police 
investigation into the crash 
showed that new measures were 
needed. 

Cllr Bill Sadler, county 
councillor for the area, said: “I 
will ask Rod Sore, the road 
safety engineer, to look at it and 
if we need to consider the situa¬ 
tion then we will do.”

Council call halt to &3m 


scheme to revamp HQ 


PLANS to spend up to 
£3 million on refurbishing 
offices of a council which 
is likely to go out of exist¬ 
ence have been halted. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council have voted, as 
expected, to shelve plans to 
update the council’s head¬ 
quarters in College Heath Road, 
Mildenhall. 

Last month the council’s 
controlling Conservative group 
said they would be recommend¬ 
ing that the plans were halted 
until the outcome of the current 
Local Government Review is 
known.

The council has already voted 
for a merger with other councils 
to form a new west Suffolk 
unitary authority which would 
take on functions currently 
carried out by Suffolk County 
Council. 

The county council is bidding 
for a Suffolk-wide unitary auth¬ 
ority which would take over all 
seven district and borough 
councils. The results of the 
review are due to be announced 
at the end of the year, 

A special meeting of Forest 
Heath was held after its project 


board became “increasingly 
concerned”. 

A council spokeswoman said 
the vote to halt the scheme was 
unanimous with support across 
all parties. 

“At the meeting, members 
made a unanimous decision to 
halt the works because this 
uncertainty meant that an accur¬ 
ate specification of works at this 
stage would be difficult,” she said. 

“However, members stressed 
that they still want to make 
improvements to working cond¬ 
itions for staff to support their 
delivery of quality services and 
agreed work on routine repairs 
and maintenance.” 


Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, leader 
of the council, said: “We have 
decided to halt the project 
because of the uncertainty that 
has been posed by the Local 
Government Review as it’s now 
unclear how the building will 
be used in the future. 

“However, we will be fighting 
to retain a significant base here 
in Mildenhall for the local deli¬ 
very of public services irresp¬ 
ective of the outcome of the 
LGR. In the meantime, we are 
keen to undertake important 
maintenance work and to meet 
staff requirements for an 
improved working environ¬ 
ment.” 
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Practical 
boost for 
cyclists at 
BMX track 

YOUNG BMX cyclists have 
been given tools to help 
maintain their new track and 
shelter. 

Builders’ merchants 
Ridgeons have given 
teenagers the tools for the 
track on Newmarket’s 
Stud lands Park Estate, near 
the company’s branch in 
the town. 

Work on the track, which is 
being carried out after 
Newmarket Community 
Partnership obtained 
£30,000 funding from the 
East of England 
Development Agency, is 
nearing completion. 

The youngsters, students at 
Newmarket College, have 
been involved in 
redeveloping the old track 
and have been working with 
professional track builders. 

A youth shelter and an 
equipment container are 
being provided as part of 
the project. 

Sue McAllister, of 
Newmarket Community 
Partnership, said the 
youngsters were grateful for 
the tools. 

Steve Sinclair, Ridgeons 
branch manager, said: “We 
welcome opportunities to 
become involved with 
projects in the local 
community especially when 
the work involves young 
people. We wish them luck 
in the future and hope they 
have many years of 
enjoyable riding.”

Manager’s ‘cover-up’ 
of pollution incident 


A SEWAGE works 
manager tried to 
cover up a discharge 
of ammonia into a 
water course by 
falsifying records. 

The manager also got rid 
of a worker’s personal 
diary which gave details of 
the incident, a court heard. 

While officials from the 
Environment Agency were 
investigating the incident 
at Newmarket sewage 
treatment works, there was 
another incident which 
polluted the River Snail as 
far as Soham and led to the 
deaths of around 1,000 fish. 

Anglian Water Services, 
which runs the sewage 
treatment works, admitted 
three charges under the 
Water Resources Act at a 
hearing at Sudbury magis¬ 
trates’ court. The company 
also asked for a fourth 
offence to be taken into 
consideration.

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But the hearing was 
adjourned after Paul 
Loughran, the company’s 
solicitor, said the company 
did not accept the version 
presented to the court by 
the Environment Agency. 

The two sides are due to 
exchange documents in an 
attempt to reach an 
agreement before the next 
hearing, at Bury St 
Edmunds Court on Friday, 
July 25. 

Angela Morris, prosecu¬ 
ting for the Environment 
Agency, said the company 
had committed “serious 
breaches” of an agreement 
allowing discharges from 
the sewage works to flow 
into the Newmarket 
Number One Drain in 
January and September 
2006. 

“The first matter was a 
most grave breach and was 


discovered as a result of 
random testing,” she said. 

But she said the manager 
of the works at the time, 
Paul Hunter, had “removed 
essential data from a log 
book.” 

He also falsified records 
and put pressure on other 
employees to lie about the 
incident. 

She said one of the 
employees acted as a 
“whistle blower” by telling 
the company’s senior 
management what had 
happened. But his personal 
diary was taken away by 
Mr Hunter and the details 
were “lost.” 

Miss Morris said Mr 
Hunter was later sacked for 
gross misconduct. 

She said the incident in 
which fish died happened 
in July 2006, as the first 
incident was being investi¬ 
gated. 

Homes backing on to the 
river at Soham were not 
only subjected to the smell 


of sewage but also the sight 
of dead, dying, or dis¬ 
tressed fish floating in the 
water. 

She said that alarms were 
ignored at Anglian Water’s 
control centre which would 
have alerted engineers to 
the problem. 

“There was a very 
serious managerial failure 
in respect of procedures at 
the treatment works which 
caused ammonia and 
effluent to reach a water 
course,” she said. 

She said the offence that 
the company wanted taken 
into consideration hap¬ 
pened in April this year. 

But Mr Loughran denied 
there had been serious 
managerial failures and 
said the agency had 
“misinterpreted” some of 
the technical information. 

He said the alarms were 
“overlooked” in July But he 
said there was a reason for 
doing so. 


Tributes to founder 
member of council 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a former councillor who 
has died after battling with 
cancer. 

Two former mayors of 
Newmarket have spoken of 
the contribution John 
Howell made to the town. 

Mr Howell, 79, was one of 
the original members of the 
town council when it was 
formed in 1999. 

He had been a leader of 
Neighbourhood Watch in 
Newmarket and was an 
outspoken critic of the prob¬ 
lems caused to residents by 
late-night revellers visiting 
the town’s nightclubs. 

He was also a leader of 
the local branch of Suffolk 
Preservation Society 

During his working life he 
had been general manager 
of Cl Caravans in New¬ 
market. 

Cllr Bill Burch, who has 
just stood down as mayor, 
said: “He was chairman of 
the development and 
planning committee on the 
town council for four years 
and did a good job for us. 

“He spoke well and was 
able to get his point across. 
I’m sorry to see him go.” 

Cllr Robin Millar, mayor 
in 2003-4, said: “He cared 
very passionately about 
Newmarket and represented

the views of his residents. 

“I shall miss him.” 

Mr Howell, died at his 
home in The Avenue, 
Newmarket, on June 4. 

He is survived by his wife 
Wendy and three children. 

A private family funeral 
was held yesterday in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

His family has asked 
donations in his memory to 
be made to Marie Curie 
Cancer Care through 
funeral directors L Fulcher, 
of 80 Whiting Street, Bury 
St Edmunds IP33 1NX.

new home. 

He died on the 
day USAF offi¬ 
cers were having 
talks with Suffolk 
County Council 
officials and the 
police about 
measures to re¬ 
duce deaths and 
serious injuries 
to visiting US 


service personnel 
and their families 
on the county’s 
roads. 

The meeting 
was told that the 
number of deaths 
involving Ameri¬ 
cans had reduced 
in recent years 
due to improved 
education and 
other schemes 
run by the bases.

A CONTROVERSIAL mobile phone mast 
could move to an allotment site. 

Phone company 02 is currently involved 
in talks about finding an alternative site 
for the mast which has been erected 
outside Newmarket College. 

Students have organised a petition to 
have the mast, in Exning Road, moved to a 
new location and councillors have pressed 
the firm to find a suitable site. 

There was anger from residents who 
said they had not been consulted when the 
mast first appeared. 

Forest Heath District Council has 
admitted that it slipped up by failing to 
respond to a notification about the mast 
within the statutory 56-day period which 
allowed the company to go ahead with the 
installation. 

Local MP Richard Spring has also 
criticised the location. 

The district council has been involved in 
talks with 02 which says the only suitable 
alternative is on nearby allotments. 

Warwick Hirst, a district and town 
councillor, told a town council meeting: 
“The latest I have heard is that there is 
only one suitable site which satisfies the 
requirements of 02 and is away from 
residential areas and that is in the middle 
of our allotments at Field Terrace Road.” 

He said that the town council would 
want to comment if the site appeared to be 
a viable alternative to the existing one. 

The cost of moving the mast, which is 
not yet in operation, has been put at 
around £150,000 by 02.

A MAN suffered a 
serious head injury 
when a traveller’s 
funeral ended in 
violence. 

It was reported that a 
man was attacked with a 
machete in the clash at a 
burial ceremony at 
Newmarket cemetery. 

The funeral service, of 
73-year-old Sophie 
Penfold, had earlier been 
held peacefully at the 
town’s St Mary’s Church. 

There was a procession 
with floral tributes on 
lorries and other vehicles 
to the cemetery where a 
number of members of 
travelling families are 
buried. 

Mark Rodman, church¬ 
warden and organist at St 
Mary’s, said: “There were 
about 100 people at the 
service, conducted by the 
vicar, the Rev John 
Hardy, and it was all 
peaceful at the church. 

“It was only afterwards 
that we heard this had 
happened.” 

It was reported that 
different family factions 
armed with iron bars and 
other weapons clashed at

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the burial. The funeral 
directors, based in 
Nottingham, organised 
the ceremonies. 

Crime officers were at 
the cemetery after the 
incident and extra police 
patrolled the town 
afterwards looking for 
those involved in the 
incident. 

Colin Lee, of Frampton 
Close, Newmarket, who 
passed the scene, said: 
“There was a blue tent at 
the cemetery and what 
looked like scenes of 
crime officers in white 
suits.” 

A Suffolk police 
spokesman said a man 
was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital with a 
serious head injury 
which was later said to 
be “not life threatening”. 
He was discharged two 
days later.

Scheme will enhance gateway 


Sir, I would like to respond to 
Mr Derek Notley’s letter of last 
week (Traffic problem was met 
with surprise). 

I was the councillor who 
explained the proposed 
changes to the Clocktower 
junction in Newmarket, and in 
answer to Mr Notley, I do 
know Newmarket extremely 
well, it’s my home town. I was 
born in the town and have 
lived in and around 
Newmarket all my life. 

I am familiar with the 
Clocktower junction (I use it 
most days like all local 
residents) and I am aware of 
local traffic problems and 
issues. I do however confess I 
did stumble over a question 
relating to the Waitrose 
junction, as I did not have a 
plan of that junction with me 
showing the proposed traffic 


flows, and for this I apologise. 
The scheme for the 
Clocktower and the 
connecting roads of Exeter 
Road, Fred Archer Way and 
Fordham Road is essentially 
the same as that shown at the 
exhibition in April 2006 and 
formally accepted by the town 
council at their meeting on 
25th February 2008. 

I attended this meeting along 
with two officers from the 
county council who have been 
working on this scheme 
throughout. 

The scheme has been tested 
using traffic models based 
upon actual traffic counts and 
has been found to be the best 
solution for the situation, 
given the constraints of the 
location. 

The current situation does not 
in any way cope with the huge 


influxes of extra traffic from 
race meetings or diversions 
from the A14 and it would 
require large scale demolition 
of the centre of Newmarket to 
accommodate the sort of 
traffic flows that these events 
generate. What can be said is 
that the new scheme will cope 
far better and with vastly 
improved safety than the 
existing junctions. 

The new scheme will, more 
importantly, also deal with the 
day-to-day traffic situation in 
Newmarket with improved 
safety and functionality than 
the existing situation. 

It will also provide a much 
improved and enhanced 
gateway, making it an 
attractive entrance into this 
important town. 

I have followed this project 
through the three years I have 


been elected to represent our 
town. I have attended the 
public consultation, talked 
directly to residents hearing 
their concerns, and 
responded to letters and 
emails, ensuring this is fed 
into the planning process. 

The county council has 
consulted with representative 
bodies in the town, traders, 
police, and the horseracing 
industry, regarding the timing 
of this work and the 
responses we have received 
have been very positive. 

This is an important issue for 
the town and I have tried to 
represent the views of all 
concerned throughout the 
time I have been involved.

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Motorists hit 
body of bridge 
plunge man, 24 


DRIVERS failed to 
stop after hitting the 
body of a man who 
jumped into the fast 
lane of the All. 

One driver did not stop 
until reaching Stansted 
after the incident, which 
occurred at Red Lodge, 
near Newmarket. 

Scott Rees, 24, jumped 
off a bridge over the busy 
dual carriageway after 
becoming depressed over 
the break-up of his rel¬ 
ationship with his partner 
and future contact with 
his young daughter. 

Some of his remains 
were found under the car 
when the driver called 
Essex police to report that 
it may have hit an animal. 

A number of other 
vehicles, including a lorry, 
struck the body and some 
drivers have never been 
traced by the police. 

Suffolk coroner, Dr 
Peter Dean, recorded that 
Mr Rees, of Durham Way, 
Wyton, near Huntingdon, 
took his own life. 

The inquest at Bury St 
Edmunds heard Mr Rees 
made a number of att-

empts to commit suicide 
during the year leading 
up to his death, on Dec¬ 
ember 11,2006. 

On one occasion he 
tried to jump off another 
bridge after being made 
redundant, but he was 
stopped by the police. 

He had also taken an 
overdose and, in the 
month before his death, 
had pleaded with doctors 
to “section” him under 
the Mental Health Act be¬ 
cause he wanted to kill 
himself. 

Mr Rees was kept in the 
mental health ward at 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital 
overnight on a voluntary 
basis and discharged him¬ 
self the next morning, the 
inquest heard. 

Pc Adam Williams, who 
investigated the incident, 
said Mr Rees’s work van 
was found parked on the 
bridge on the offside of 
the road with one wheel 
on the kerb. There was an 
almost empty bottle of 
vodka in the cab. 

He said there had been 


an exchange of text mess¬ 
ages between Mr Rees and 
his partner Kerry Kapry 
before he jumped off the 
bridge. 

One driver reported 
seeing him get out of his 
van and climb over the 
bridge parapet before 
falling into the road. 

Pc Williams said it 
would have taken just half 
a second for him to fall 
about 15ft onto the road 
shortly after 7.15pm. 

The first car driver 
managed to swerve to 
avoid Mr Ree’s body, but 
others were unable to 
avoid hitting him. 

Pc Williams said drivers 
would have had “little 
chance” to avoid the body 

The inquest heard there 
had been an internal 
inquiry by the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Mental Health 
Partnership Trust follow¬ 
ing the incident, and a 
number of recommend¬ 
ations about improving 
procedures had been 
made. 

Doctors involved in 
treating Mr Rees gave 
evidence at the inquest.

Scheme to make 
roads safer for 
horses and cars 


NEW measures to 
improve safety for 
racehorses and 
motorists in New¬ 
market will be 
unveiled next week. 

Jockey Club Estates 
called in a consultant to 
look at the issue after a 
horse died and its rider 
was seriously injured in 
a collision with a car 18 
months ago. 

The driver of the car 
was later fined and 
banned from driving 
after admitting careless 
driving. 

The crash happened at 
the horse crossing in 
Bury Road, Newmarket - 
one of the busiest cross¬ 
ing points in the town 
during the morning 
exercise time for race¬ 
horses. 

Jockey Club Estates, 
which is responsible for 
the gallops and horse 
walks in the town, has 
called a public briefing 
to outline the proposals. 

The measures are 
understood to include

different coloured anti¬ 
skid road surfaces at 
horse crossings within 
the town and additional 
measures at crossings on 
roads which have a 
60mph limit. 

William Gittus, mana¬ 
ging director of Jockey 
Club Estates, said: “With 
up to 2,500 horses using 
the training grounds 
every day, Newmarket is 
the largest training 
centre in the country 
and the headquarters of 
British racing. 

“To access different 
parts of the training 
area, many horses cross 
public roads at the 
numerous dedicated 
crossing points, in and 
around the town.” 

He added: “With more 
horses on the Heath and 
more motorists on the 
road, the risk of 
accidents at crossing 
points increases.” 


Mr Gittus added: “As 
the body responsible for 
managing the training 
grounds, we have spent 
the past 18 months 
working with highways 
specialist, Pat Eggenton, 
from EAS Transport 
Planning, to produce 
improvement plans for 
the crossing points, 
making them safer for 
riders, horses and 
motorists. 

“Highways officers 
from both Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Councils, along with 
numerous other indiv¬ 
iduals and organisations, 
have been consulted 
during the process.” 

The briefing will take 
place on Wednesday, 
June 18, at 6.30pm at the 
Jockey Club Rooms in 
Newmarket High Street.

A DRINK-DRIVER told a court 
he had lost his job and had to 
cancel his honeymoon after 
being caught over the limit. 

Cameron Merrick told magistrates he 
was now having to sell his car, an R- 
registration Renault Megane, to help 
pay for his forthcoming wedding. 

“Everything has been turned upside 
down,” he said. 

Merrick, 41, of Birch Close, Ely, told 
magistrates at Bury St Edmunds: “I 
shouldn’t have been anywhere near a 
car. I’m just thankful I was stopped by 
the police. I was horrified by the whole 
incident.” 

He said he had been drinking with 
friends in Newmarket after taking part 
in a snooker tournament in Cambridge. 

Merrick had arranged to stay with a 
friend in Newmarket but became 
separated from him during the night 
and did not know his exact address. 

He said he went back to his car to get 
his mobile phone to call the friend. But 
he then drove off instead. 

“I was in no state to make a rational 
decision,” said Merrick. “I just can’t 
drink now. It was a complete shock.” 

He said he had lost his job as a van 
driver and would struggle to pay for his 
wedding in about six weeks time. 

He admitted drink-driving and was 
given an 18-month driving ban. Merrick 
was given the chance of reducing the 
ban to 13 months and 16 days by 
completing a rehabilitation course. 

He was fined £200 and ordered to pay 
£60 prosecution costs plus a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, said 
police stopped Merrick in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket, at 2.47am on May 24 
after seeing him “swerving all over the 
road”. 

A breath test showed a reading of 92 
micrograms of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of breath. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms.

A NEW racehorse training track 
has been opened at Newmarket 
for National Hunt racing. 

Most of the town’s 2,500 
racehorses are being trained for 
flat races. But a minority are 
being prepared for racing over 
jumps. 

Now Jockey Club Estates, 
which owns the training 
grounds and gallops, have just 
completed a new artificial track 
with jumps at a cost of around 
£150,000.

The schooling strip, as the new 
track is called, is at the Links, 
near Newmarket Golf Club, and 
is on an artificial surface 
measuring two and half furlongs 
with three hurdles and two 
steeplechase fences. 

Point to point riders as well as 
Newmarket-based trainers are 
expected to make use of the 
track. 

Mr Gittus said: “With so much 
diversity within British racing it 
is important that we provide a 
wide range of facilities. The 
increased number of winners 
prepared on our training 
grounds in both Newmarket and 
Lambourn is the best 
endorsement for the breadth 
and quality of facilities we 
offer.” 

Horses trained at Newmarket 
won 589 races in the first five 
months of this year - an 
increase of 27 per cent over the 
same period last year.

FORMER jockey Mick 
Miller was caught drink¬ 
driving on his way home 
from a visit to the 
betting shop. 

He had been hoping to win 
some money to buy his wife a 
present for their wedding 
anniversary, a court heard.

He was also ordered to do 100 
hours’ unpaid community 
work and pay £60 prosecution 
costs when he appeared before 
magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds last Thursday 

Anita Addison, prosecuting, 
said Miller was stopped by 
police in Valley Way, 
Newmarket, on March 12. 

A breath test showed 112 
micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal 
limit is 35 micrograms. The 
court heard that Miller had a 
previous conviction for drink 
driving in September, 2000, 
when he was banned for nine 
months. 

He had suffered a brain 
haemorrhage after the latest 
drink-drive incident and had 
been seriously ill for several 
weeks, the court heard.

Plaque dedicated to war hero 


WAR hero Jack Taylor was 
remembered at a special 
ceremony at Newmarket 
racecourse where he tried to 
rescue airmen from two 
crashed and burning planes 
more than 60 years ago. 

Mr Taylor, who died aged 77, 
in 1989, is the only man to be 
awarded the George Medal 
and the British Empire Medal. 
He carried out the rescues 
while serving with the RAF at 
the racecourse, which was 
used as an airfield during the 
Second World War. 

Mr Taylor was a former semi- 
professional footballer and 
was only wearing his football 
kit when he tried to save 


colleagues from one the 
planes. He had been playing 
a match nearby when he saw 
the plane crash. 

After the war he opened a pet 
shop in town and became a 
member of the Urban District 
Council. 

The memorial plaque, 
attached to the 99 Squadron 
memorial at the racecourse, 
was officially dedicated on 
Sunday at a special service 
attended by members of his 
family and senior RAF 
representatives. 

It has been installed two 
years after a dispute over 
whether a street should be 
named after him. 


RAF Association members 
were disappointed with 
district councillors who said 
that their policy would not 
allow his name to be used for 
a new street. 

But Cllr Bill Sadler, a Suffolk 
county councillor and 
chairman of the local Royal 
British Legion branch, 
intervened and used some of 
the county council locality 
budget to help pay for the 
memorial, which was also 
supported by the district 
council and ex-service 
organisations. 

Mr Taylor’s son, Tony, of 
Ashley Road, Newmarket, 
said: “We’re overwhelmed.” 


Lib Dems snatch 
another seat 

LIBERAL Democrats have 
gained another seat from 
the Conservatives in the 
latest Forest Heath District 
Council by-election. 

Pat McCloud won the seat 
at Red Lodge which was 
vacant after the resignation 
of Conservative Steven 
James. 

Cllr McCloud, an active 
campaigner for the village, 
polled 91 votes more than 
the Conservative candidate 
Alnoor Hirji. 

The result is the second 
seat which the Liberal 
Democrats have gained in 
the past year.

AT EVERY performance 
of Potted Potter, one 
seat is reserved for JK 
Rowling. 

The story goes that the Harry 
Potter creator went to see the 
show at an Edinburgh theatre 
in 2006 only to be told by the 
box office the theatre was full. 
So, according to Daniel 
Clarkson, one of the show’s 
stars, one seat is set aside 
during each performance 
should the author be in the 
area and fancies taking it in. 
“She could probably afford 
the whole theatre,” said 29- 
year-old Clarkson. 

“I know she knows we’re still 
on because we keep in touch 
with her and her publishers. 
We have a happy tolerance 
with each other.” 

Potted Potter is a fast-paced 
show which crams all seven 
Harry Potter books into just 
70 minutes. 

Jeff Turner plays Harry Potter 
and Clarkson plays every 
other character - of which 
there are over 350. 

“I think I got the short straw,” 
Clarkson said. “Jeff is great as 
Harry. He’d give Daniel 
Radcliffe a run for his money. 
“If Harry was ever a 28-year- 
old short, plumper guy Jeff

would be fine for the role. 

“I play the rest of the 
characters including Ron and 
Hermione, and they do end 
up having a kissing scene, 
which is quite fun to play. 

Well, as an actor I love myself 
anyway. 

“I run around him and he 
keeps control of everything. I 
spent all the budget on the 
dragon in book four, but we 
were meant to have more 
actors, props and everything 
else but now we can’t afford 
it. 

“It’s best described as 
organised chaos.” 

The origins of Potted Potter 
took shape when the pair 
where asked to create a five- 
minute performance for a 
bookshop to launch book six 
in 2005. The sketch was an 
instant success and this soon 
led to it appearing on Richard 
and Judy and Blue Peter, 
before it was turned into a 
longer show and led to a sell¬ 
out nationwide tour.

On show will be the NICE 
Super Light sportster, the 
two-seater Tesla Roadster 
and models from new brand 
Quiet Cars, all with the 
more well-known electric 
cars from G-Wiz. 

Electric vehicles are 
around 70 per cent greener 
than the equivalent petrol 
or diesel-driven car, and this 
is becoming is an 
increasingly important 
consideration for new car 
buyers. 

Vehicle emissions levels 
now directly affect 


motoring costs, mainly 
through vehicle excise duty, 
with electric cars exempt 
from the congestion charge 
in London. 

They even get the 
courtesy of free parking in 
Westminster and other 
surrounding boroughs. 

The British International 
Motor Show, which runs 
from July 23- August 3, is 
expected to attract more 
than 550,000 visitors.

London’s NICE electric 
car company does make city 
cars, like the Mega City, but 
it will be showcasing the 
Super Light sports car. 

The firm is keen to stress 
that the Super Light is not a 
production car, but shows 
what is possible when car 
design starts from the 
principle of electric-drive 
upwards. 

Featuring striking gull¬ 
wing doors, it was designed 
around a carbon fibre cell, 
with advanced electronics 
replacing traditional 
mechanical assemblies. 

NICE co-founder Evert 
Geurtsen says: “Even in the 
midst of a credit crunch 
and with soaring prices, 


NICE car owners are 
laughing. 

“No congestion charge, no 
road tax, parking 
concessions and 2p per mile 
motoring. It doesn’t get 
much nicer than that.” 

But saving money is far 
from the only reason to own 
one, he says. 

The small, stylish cars 
emit no unfriendly gases -

It hopes that annual 
vehicle production, which 
will include the world’s first 
zero-emission, electrically 
powered Range Rover, will 
be in the tens of thousands 
and will create around 250 
new technology and 
manufacturing jobs. 

Barry Shrier, Liberty 
founder and CEO, says: 
“The Liberty Range Rover 
takes electric vehicle 
technology into a new 
sector, to large luxury cars 
that people aspire to drive, 
particularly in cities and 
urban environments where 
environmental controls are 
becoming increasingly 
tighter.” 

Shrier says its Range 
Rover will power its way 
through 200 miles before 
needing a charge, and some 
models will carry range¬ 
extending generators. The 
car will cost between £95,000 
and £125,000, depending on 
model and specification. 

While he admits that the 
market for electric cars is 
still in its early stages, rapid 
growth is expected as 
legislation, social 

awareness, and 

technological advances 
accelerate change in 
transport choices.

Vauxhall Insignia unveiled prior to July Show debut 


VAUXHALL has just 
released the first official 
pictures of the new 
Insignia’s interior ahead of 
its world public debut at 
the British International 
Motor Show, London, at 
the end of next month, 
July. 

The car replaces the 
Vectra, and it goes on sale 
in both hatchback and 
saloon forms throughout 
the UK in October. 

There will be five 
engines offered at launch, 
three petrol and two 
diesel, plus an all-wheel 
drive version.

armrests, ergonomically- 
placed controls, a multi¬ 
use storage box, and MP3 
connectivity will reinforce 
Insignia’s appeal to private 
and business drivers,” 
adds the GM design chief. 

Vauxhall says the 
Insignia’s cabin design and 
rigging-out will provide the 
DNA for future Vauxhall 
designs.

New car market holding up well 


NEW car sales remained 
healthy in May despite 
forecasts of an economic 
downturn and in spite of 
fuel concerns and the 
Government’s best efforts to 
shackle the trade with 
unrealistic taxation scams. 

While overall new car 
sales dropped 3.5 per cent 
this May - to 179,272 units - 
compared with last May, 
with overall sales this year 
down just 0.6 per cent 
compared to 2007. 

The good news is that the 
supermini segment grew 120 
per cent in May and is up 
27.4 per cent over the year-to- 
date. Diesel demand 


continues to be healthy with 
volumes up 8.4 per cent to 
80,246 cars in May. The Ford 
Focus was the best selling 
diesel model, but the VW 
Golf remains number one 
over the year-to-date. 

“The slow-down in the 
overall new car market in 
May comes as no surprise 
and reflects concerns across 
the economy,” said Paul 
Everitt, the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) chief executive. 
“The figures are in line with 
SMMT forecasts for 2008.” 

However, not every 
segment has enjoyed 
uniform popularity. New 


registrations of 4x4s last 
month dipped 18 per cent 
compared with May 2007, the 
SMMT said. 

Big Government increases 
in road tax for gas-guzzling 
vehicles such as 4x4s have 
been the subject of much 
debate of late at a time when 
petrol and diesel prices at 
the pumps are at record 
highs. 

The 4x4 dip in sales 
contributed to an overall 
drop of 3.5 per cent in total 
new vehicle registrations 
last month.

Look Here! I’ve 
broken my duck

SEB Sanders was under¬ 
standably delighted after 
breaking his duck in the 
domestic Classics. 

The joint-champion jockey 
sprang a major surprise in the 
Juddmonte Oaks on Friday, 
riding 33-1 shot Look Here to a 
stunning victory at Epsom. 

It was his first Classic win on 
home soil and Sanders said: “It 
was a great feeling. It’s nice 
winning big races, but to win a 
Classic in England is just 
amazing.” 

But, despite his obvious 
pleasure, Sanders seemed more 
intent on apologising for getting 
the filly beaten at Lingfield on 
her previous start. 

He explained: “I just made a 
schoolboy error at Lingfield, but 
I found out a lot about the filly. 

“Winning after making such a 
silly mistake is like getting a 
monkey off your back.” 

Sanders is no stranger to 
success at the top level, having 
previously won the Irish 2000 
Guineas and the French Oaks for 
his boss, Sir Mark Prescott. 

“It's hard to compare from 
other big wins,” said Sanders, 
who is based near Bury St 
Edmunds. “I enjoyed it as much 
as I did the others.” 

And Sanders said Sir Mark 
was just as thrilled that he had 
succeeded in landing his English 
Classic. 

Sanders said: “He was 
absolutely over the moon” but 
added: “He was a bit grumpy 
about me getting late to 



Doncaster that evening!” Last 
season Sanders realised his 
ambition of becoming champion 
jockey for the first time - albeit 
sharing it with Jamie Spencer - 
and he’s determined to show it 
was not a one-off. He said: “I had 
a great time after the season 
finished last year and now it’s 
back to normal. 

“Lots of people had me down 
as a journeyman jockey, but now 
I’m riding Classic winners ideas 
are changing.” 

Many of the winners in 
Sanders’ haul of 190 last term 
came from riding at less 
glamorous tracks and big-race 
winners have not changed his 
mentality. “The enjoyment I get 
from the job is getting the 
winners,” he said. 

“I’m extremely competitive so 
I’d rather go to Catterick and get 
a winner than go for a day out at 
Ascot.” 

So far this year Sanders’ two 
Classic mounts have been seen 
by many as outsiders, but he 
managed third aboard Stubbs 
Art in the 2000 Guineas at 
Newmarket before Friday’s 
surprise at Epsom. 

He said: “You can only play the 
hand that you’re dealt and this 
year I’ve had some nice races.” 

As for the remainder of the 
season, Sanders is focussed on 
once again competing at the top 
of his profession and maybe even 
breaking the 200-winner mark. 
“It's always nice to have as many 
winners as possible,” he said. “I 
want to be competitive in more 
big races. I’m on about the same 
number of winners as I was last 
year, so shouldn’t be far short.”

GUESS WHO COULD BE HEADING FOR ROYAL MEETING? 


Winker’s on-off career on again with Ascot bid 


FORGOTTEN horse of the season, Winker 
Watson, is still on course to make his eventual 
return to the track in next week’s St James’s 
Palace Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Minor problems have cost his owners The Comic 
Strip Heroes and trainer Peter Chapple-Hyam the 
chance of top-level success on several occasions, 
with stiffness ruling the son of Piccolo out of the 


Middle Park Stakes while he was not moving well 
ahead of the Guineas. 

It is now nearly 11 months since Winker Watson 
last ran, when he took his unbeaten record to 
three in the July Stakes at Newmarket, catching 
River Proud close in from a long way off the pace. 
The Comic Strip Heroes are made up of Winker 
Watson’s breeder Joy Trotter and three founding 


members of the Betfair betting exchange - 
brothers Edward and Jeremy Wray, and Andrew 
Black. 

Black said: “Pete knows best but obviously we 
keep in pretty regular contact. We are more likely 
than not to go to Ascot. The St James’s Palace is 
the race that we’re targeting and a clash with 
Henrythenavigator, probably.” 


Conduit the 
pipe opener 


DERBY day opened with a bang for Sir 
Michael Stoute. 

The Newmarket trainer looked as 
impressed as the rest of the crowds as 
Ryan Moore sent Conduit from last to first 
in the first race at Epsom, the 
totesportcasino.com Stakes. 

Conduit lay at the back of the field round 
Tattenham Corner before carving his way 
through to hit the front inside the final 
furlong. 

Under a perfectly-judged ride, Conduit 
was six lengths clear and Moore said: “It 
probably wasn’t the strongest race for the 
grade, but he’s done it very well.” 

William Jarvis then made it back-to-back 
wins for Newmarket trainers when Smokey 
Storm 
triumphed 
in the 
Woodcote 
Stakes. 

The juvenile 
hit the front 
a furlong 
out, and 

after staying on as the chasers closed 
down, he had more left in the tank for 
jockey Alan Munro to extend the 4-1 
favourite’s advantage for a 
two-and-a-quarter length victory. 

Jarvis said: “I’m really thrilled - it was a 
very impressive performance. I know the 
owners are keen to go to Ascot. I won’t be 
quite so keen and will have to do some 
explaining to them. Historically, horses 
have a bad record of going on to Royal 
Ascot after winning the Woodcote.” 

The Derby, though, did not come HQ’s 
way. Stoute finished second and fourth 
with Tartan Bearer (above) a valiant 
second to the highly-impressive New 
Approach and Dr Fremantle recouping the 
cost of his £75,000 supplementary fee. 
Tajaaweed, the third of his Derby trio, 
faded into eighth and will be dropped in 
distance.
